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N our View of the Gold, Silver and Copper Coins of this kingdoms 

woe have confined ourſelves to ſpeak of thoſe alone, which were 
not only ſtruck in England, but alſo the true and lawful currency 
of it, and that for full ſeven Centuries. Thoſe contained in the 
MEER following pages, although ſtruck by Engliſh princes, or under 
their authority, yet were not the proper money of this realm. b 


The Anglo-Gallic ſeries is fine and intereſting, in particular thoſe of Edward 
the Third, and his Son the Black Prince; the former as duke, the latter as 
prince of Aquitain, and of equal importance alſo, are ſuch as were ſtruck by 
Henry the Fifth, as Heir to the crown, and thoſe of his ſon Henry the Sixth, 
as king of France, minted in Paris, its capital. The compleateſt collection of 
theſe coins that ever came under our notice, are in the poſſeſſion of Sir Charles 
Frederick, Knight of the Bath, and Surveyor General of the Ordnance ; many 
doubts and difficulties which have occurred to us in treating this ſubject, we 
ſuſpect may be cleared up by properly examining that fine Suite; however, in 
the king of France's cabinet at Paris, there are ſome pieces not in the above 
collection; which M. VAbbe Barthelemy, keeper of that cabinet, permitted us 
to take the deſigns of; and we ſeize this opportunity to expreſs our obligations to 
that Gentleman for that, and many other favours, we received at his hands, whilſt 


we were in Paris. | 


The Counterfeit Sterlings, we are of opinion, were made during the reigns 
of the three firſt Edwards ; yet we have met with very few which carry their 
names, or titles on them, but generally thoſe of ſome princes in the Low Coun- 
tries or Germany; and what is ſtill more extraordinary, is, that as few even of 
them were ſtruck in the mints of the princes, whoſe name they bear, and ſome of 
them we ſuſpect had no mint at all belonging to them, - whilſt on others there 
appears an inſcription defignedly blundered ; all this ſeems to have aroſe from the 

little probability of their being detected, as very few were: the number in thoſe 
days able to read an inſcription at all. They ſeem to-have been uttered from the . 
mints of ſome petty princes, which were farmed out, a thing not very uncommon 
at that time, ; and we find ſometimes thoſe who farmed them, had the permiſ- 
ſion to coin other money, beſides that of the prince to whom the mint belonged, 


and even the liberty to chuſe their own types. , 
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It is to the noble ſpirit of Queen Elizabeth to ſpread the fame of the Engliſh 
nation in foreign parts, that colleQors are obliged for the Portcullis money of 
that princeſs ; the only intereſting pieces to them, beſides, of the Eaſt Indian, are 
the Rupees and Pice of Bombay, with Engliſh and Latin inſcriptions, and the 
Fanams, Doudoos, and Caſh of Madraſs. In the Welt Indies the principal money 
was that of New England, which they continued to ſtrike for 30 Years; but we

are of opinion, many of the others never obtained a currency at all. & 


Among the pattern pieces will be found ſome of the fineſt performances of 
Briot and Simon, as alſo of the artiſt employed in the Tower, whoſe name we 
do not know, that produced patterns againſt thoſe of Briots. We have our doubts 
whether ſome we have given may not be rather Jettons then patterns, by which 
word we would not be underſtood to mean, pieces made for computation or play, 
which is the true acceptation of the word; but a ſmall medal called thus, 
as being about the ſize of ſuch a piece, or leſs, and its work in the ſame taſte ;

The Gold Nobles were very noted, and Computations frequently made in them, 
in the Northern parts of Europe, but they 'coined none, any where elſe but in 
the Low Countries; firſt by the Duke of Burgundy, and then by ſeveral of the 
States, after their revolting from the Spaniards, and it was one of the firſt coins, 
ſtruck by the Dutch, as a reign State. We do not know how to diſtinguiſh 
thoſe of Elizabeth's, which we are informed, were ſtruck by the Earl of Leiceſter 
when Governor there, from thoſe coined in the Tower, no more than we can the 
double ones, both ſorts were ſtruck at Amſterdam, he infringing thereby the 
excluſive privilege, that the City of Dort had always enjoyed, of coining in South 
Holland, and ſince the Year 1600, the Cities of Horn, Enckhuſen and Medem- 
blich, by rotation, have obtained the ſame privilege for North Holland, or

Some judgment 
may be formed of the two firſt, from the balance and the touchſtone, when we have the pieces before 
us ; but even theſe aſſiſtances (from their great rarity) have moſtly been wanting; and the only method
